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INTRODUCTION 



1 . The purpose of Amendment Number 1 to the Addendum to the Memorandum of 
Understanding to the Cooperative Support of the NATO SE ASP ARROW Surface Missile 
System, hereinafter referred to as the "Addendum" is to increase the Ceiling Cost for the baseline 
Evolved SEASPARROW Missile (ESSM), excluding the Rocket Motor and the Advanced X- 
band Guidance Capability. 

2. Accordingly, the Minister of Defence on behalf of the Department of Defence of 
AustraHa, the Minister of National Defence of Canada, the Minister of Defence of the Kingdom 
of Denmark, the Federal Minister of Defense of the Federal Republic of Germany, the Minister 
of Defence of Greece, the Minister of Defence of the Kingdom of The Netherlands, the Minister 
of Defence of the Kingdom of Norway, the Minister of Defense of the Kingdom of Spain, the 
Minister of Defence of Turkey, and the Secretary of Defense on behalf of the Department of 
Defense of the United States of America, referred to in the Addendum as the "Contributing 
Participants," and the Minister of Defence of the Kingdom of Belgium, the Minister of Defence 
of Italy, and the Minister of Defense of Portugal, referred to in the Addendum as the **Non- 
contributing Participants" and collectively referred to as the "Participants" have reached the 
following understandings:

The Addendum is hereby amended as follows: 
1. SECTION V, FINANCIAL PROVISIONS 

a. In Paragraph 2, second and third lines, delete "Cost Ceiling of $205.2 M then-year 
U.S. dollars for the baseline ESSM, excluding the Rocket Motor and Advanced 
X-band Guidance Capability", and replace with "Cost Ceiling of $245.2 M 
then-year U.S. dollars for the baseline ESSM, excluding the Rocket Motor and . 
Advanced X-band Guidance Capabihty". 

b. In Paragraph 2, delete current Table 5-1 and replace with new Table 5-1 below:
